1. It will let consumers know nl 
glanre the ceiling prices on many 
asic foods they buy.

The lists to be posted will be 
elected from about 40 per cent 
f the approximately 5,000 items 
old by grocer.i. The OPS district 
ffiros will pjrk the Hems from 
he best-selling foods in their com- 


munities and their importance to 
the family budget. 


Not Included 


Kresh, frozen and canned fruits 


and vegetables will not be in- 
cluded. These items, making: up 
an estimated 20 per cent of a fam- 
ily's food costs, were exempted 
by Congress July l. 


Meats, which account for the re- 


maining 40 per cent of food items, 
also will not be included at this 
time. 
Meats are subject to dol- 


lars and cents ceilings but butchers 
only have to label the selling price 
on meat displayed. 


Individual grocers 
have been 


figuring their own ceilings, using 
specified markups on various types 
of food over their wholesale costs. 
Prices have varied from store to 
store. 


Under the new plans OPS will 


determine wholesale costs in an 
area and apply the markups to 
get uniform ceilings. They will be 
amended on the basis of changes 
each week.

on late corn south of St. Louis. 


In Northern Illinois, continued 


moth flight is indicated for per- 
haps two weeks. Egg-laying for the 
second generation is well under- 
way. Market gardeners and can- 
ners should immediately treat corn 
coming into silk if fresh egg mass 
counts top 15-20 on market corn 
and 20-30 on canning corn. 


Decker said corn earworms, an- 


other insect pest, are a threat to 
late sweet corn in all areas. Re- 
ports of fresh eggs on 20-10 per 
cent of the ears in some fields of 
late canning corn indicate treat- 
ment is needed as far north as 
Rochelle.

You're Not a Fool if You Have 


a Case of 'Nerves' 


If your doctor tells you "your troubles are all due to 


nervousness," don't get the idea he thinks you're a fool and 
imagining a pain, Dr. Walter C. Alvarez, former Mayo Foun- 
dation specialist told a group of 400 trade association and 
chamber of commerce executives at Northwestern University 
Friday. 


In a talk on "How to Live With Your Nerves," Dr. Al- 


varez, now a professorial lecturer at the University of Illi- 
nois, told the group the "Pain due to nervousness is just as 
real as that due to an ulcer." 


He told his audience that they should learn the ways in 


which nerves can play tricks on humans, and recognize those 
conditions which nervousness can bring on. 


"So many of the distresses that nervous persons have 


are due purely to their erratic nerves playing tricks with 
them," Dr. Alvarez said. "The nerves can greatly upset the 
function of a perfectly normal heart or normal stomach."

Why do nerves play such miserable tricks on some peo- 


ple? Usually because nervousness runs in the family, Dr. 
Alvarez said. Some persons inherit erratic or highly sensi- 
tive nerves. Others, more fortunate, inherit calm, insensi- 
tive nerves which rarely give any trouble. 
» 


To keep your nerves in good shape, the doctor recom- 


mended that the executives: 


1. Get more hours of sleep; 
2. Avoid "blowing their tops1' too frequently; 
3. Make quick decisions and abide by them rather than 


dwell on what might happen. 


4. Avoid "post mortems" over unpleasant things that 


happened in the past; 


5. Consider cutting down the intake of alcohol and 


tobacco. 


"We should develop the habit of self control and of 


easy good nature," he said, "Then we can go through life 
without conflict and without strain."

Agitated nerves are generally due to a state of mind, he 


concluded. It is up to the individual to develop a pleasant 
frame of mind and a bright outlook. "One of the biggest 
curses we have to fight is the curse of a tendency "to worry 
about everything and especially about things that will proba- 
bly never happen," he said,- "If the thing being worried 
about can be settled it should be settled instantly. If noth- 
ing can be done about it, one should try to thrust it out of 
one's mind." 


As a final word of caution, Dr. Alvarez urged the execu 


tives to "occasionally stop and wonder if you are living 
wisely and getting all the beauty and fineness out of life that 
you can. 
Many a man is piling up wealth but is not having 


much fun in life.'*

Pre-emptive Bidding Confuses Rived 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I heartily recommend pre-emp- 


tive bids. When you make them 
properly, you force the opponents 
to guess. If they double, they may 
discover that they have given up 
a game for a paltry 100 points. 


K they go on, they may discover, 


after going down themselves, that 
they could have beaten you. More- 
over, your opponents find it diffi- 
cult to show new suits and ex- 
change information after pre-emp- 
tive bidding. 


One word of caution: Don't go 


to the well too often. If you get 
away with your pre-emptive bid 
and the opponents persist, let them 
have their way. Otherwise, you 
may choose between a penalty dou- 
ble and a further bid. 


In today's hand South got away 


with his very skimpy pre-emptive 
bid of three spades. Wes'. could 
have doubled immediately but was 
not sure that he would get suffi- 
cient value. His bid of three no- 
trump seemed like a reasonable 
express'ion of his hand. 


North was not satisfied to let the 


opponents take the game that they 
obviously could make. He put his 
neck out on the block by bidding 
four diamonds. East could have 
doubled with good effect, but was 
uncertain and therefore chose to 
take the sure game at hearts. 


North, still not satisfied, tested 


the opponent's patience once too 
often. The bid of four spades 
finally earned the double that 
North was 
apparently seeking. 


Strangely enough, the result didn't 
please him. 


West opened the ace of hearts 


and continued with the queen when 
East signaled enthusiastically with 
the jack of hearts. East overtook 
the second heart with the king in 
order to lay down the ace of 
spades. He then shifted to a low 
club. 


South ducked, arid West took the 


king of clubs. West next cashed 
the king of spades, and East made 
the thoughtful discard of the jack 
of diamonds. East reasoned thai 
West would not have bid three no-

The clock was 
saying goodbye to the men around 
him at the close of his working 
life. 


It was a pleasant "30" on the 


^job for Sam Ochiltree, retiring at 


65 after spending 10. years as a 
telegrapher and 36 years as a re- 
porter and news editor. 


"In this business you hurry all 


your life, don't you?" 
he said. 


"That is what will seem funny 
from now on. I will never have 
to hurry again." 


Not Hollywood Find 


Hollywood never discovered Sam 


Ochiltree. It isn't interested 
in 


'.^working newspapermen like Sam. 


And that is too bad. For his life 
story would make a 
wonderful 


film. But how could Hollywood 
dramatize a man whom no one 
can remember ever 
lifting 
his 


voice, saying a word in anger, or 
ever criticizing another human be- 
ing? 


One of Sam's first tasks as a 


telegrapher here in 1906 was to 
handle messages on the great San 


'•Francisco earthquake and fire. On 


his final day he edited Associated 
Press dispatches about a war in 
a place he'd never been—Korea. 
In between he helped cover or edit 
stories on most of the great news 
events of the century. 


Never Cynical 


The constant acquaintance with 


disaster and the follies of human 
flesh that make some newsmen 
cynical never robbed Sam of his 


\^warm and steady sense of brother- 
'hood. His last hours on the job 
he spent breaking in his successor 
—who is 21. 


"He's a bright kid," said Sam. 


"Picks up things fast." 


Sam then went across the street 


to an office party in his honor, and 
as he is a modest man this was 
something of an ordeal. They gave 
him a shaving 
kit, a leather- 


covered clock, and a fine suitcase 
9 for a trip to London he is plan- 


ning. Holding up the shiny suit- 
case, Sam said: 


"This ought to even get me by 


St. Peter without a passport." 


The next day Sam and I met 


for lunch, and he gently objected 
to some of the ideas people have 
about retirement. 


Don't Feel Old 


"'People who other people regard 


as old don't feel that way," He 


(*>said. "Oldness isn't a particular 
'' feeling—you feel the same, . but 


you just get tired sooner. Old peo- 
ple have the same feeling as 
young people. That is why they 
sometimes make fools of them- 
selves." 


Sam married at 19—the same 


year he became a telegrapher— 
and still goes home to the same 
girls. They have two sons, five 
grandsons.

"You notice how many men who 
* live to be old have remained with 


the wife of their youth-like Win- 
ston Churchill," he said. "That is 
a splendid life: for people to grotv 
old together."

day and Saturday. 


In addition, Leo was fined $100 


and ordered to stay away from the 
press box, radio booth or the vicin- 
ity of the Giant bench in Chicago 
and St. Louis. In a suspension earl- 
ier this year—a three-day chastise- 
ment—Durocher sat in the press 
box and was reported to have di- 
rected his club with hand signals 
to his coaches. 


The incident that led to the sus- 


pension occurred in the ninth in- 
ning of Sunday's first game of a 
doubleheader In New York. Boston 
won the game, 7-3. 


Rubs Dirt on Ball 


When the Giants'were changing

Bleed and dress all game 
as BOOH as possible after bagging; keep fish in water as long 
as possible before you clean and freeze them. Big game should 
be kept 8 or 10 days a few degrees above freezing to Im- 
prove the taste. For freezing wrap each piece separately In 
cellophane or aluminum foil after cleaning. Leave air space 
between each package when first put In the freezer. 'Try to 
clean and freeze fish the same day caught. Cook frozen fame 
th same as domestic varieties. Cooked meats can be re- 
frozen for 2 to 4 weeks but never re-freeze raw meat or fish.

1952, 95 persons died in accidents 
amid the. jagged rocks and tricky 
glaciers of the Swiss Alps and the 
Jura Mountains.

mountain flowers.

As usual, most of the accident; 


' befell climbers. But the Alpine 


club's statistician pointed out that 
in most cases, the climbers lost 
their lives while striving for rela- 


tively easy objectives. Only a. few 


died while undertaking really hard 
and dangerous ascents. Twenty' 
nine climbers slipped to their death 
during the. year surveyed. 


The Alpine club warns that "the 


dangers of the mountains are al- 
most aways created by man him- 
self." 


One accident befell two mountain 


climbing friends, one 67. the other 
69 years old. Setting out in poor 
weather, they intended to climb a 
peak known as "White Tooth." Ihe 
younger of the pair decided to turn 
back because of the weather, but 
his friend continued and fell to his 
death.

club's bulletin commented, "but ft 
is foolish to misuse them lightly 
or obstinately in the mountains." 


Two German girls fell to death 


while hoping to climb the famed 
Jungfraujoch.

Their bodies were found about 
three weeks later. The girls started 
their climb without special equip- 
ment and without a guide.
